Claims 1, 17, 18, 44,46, 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Imazato et al 5408022. 

The rejection of record is maintained, in view of a Lack of designation of % 
urethane units of the claimed polyurethane, in open guise. Thus, Imazato is seen as a 
polyurethane - see (col. 8, iv)-.

The rejection of record is maintained. Claim 1 should have been included in the ffitsh 
rejectiorj as 4 depends on 1 and 17 is rejected as it is a composition, no weight given to 
how formed. 

Applicant's arguments filed on 7/19/04 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants arguments are to effect that Imazato has no polyurethane, 
and that bandager does not specify antimicrobial efficacy; however, it has not been 
shown that the quaternary group is not antimicrobial, and thus, since quat. are 
antimicrobial, this attribute would ^present. Applicant's arguments to the balance of 
the rejections are persuasive.
